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In  our  discussion  of  some  of  the  prac- 
tical accomplishments  of  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  its  has 
•been  our  endeavor  to  make  an  objective 
examination.  We  have  attempted  to  focus 
the  light  of  truth  upon  the  Church  with 
its  more  than  600,000  members  and  ex- 
amine them  in  a  practical  way  in  an  en- 
deavor to  discover  the  real  nature  of  the 
Church  and  the  class  of  people  which  be- 
long to  it.  It  has  been  our  aim  to  study 
the  attitude  of  the  member  toward  the 
Church  and  the  effect  of  the  Church  on 
the  lives  and  accomplishments  of  its 
members.  , 

It  is  the  rule  that  anyone  from  the  <  ut- 
side  who  comes  in  contact  with  the 
Church  and  becomes  intimately  acquain- 


ted with  its  members  is  impressed  by  the 
strong  feeling  of  sincerity  and  convic- 
tion that  is  practically  universal  among 
them.  One  visitor  expressed  the  idea  to 
me  by  saying:  "  My  goodness,  but  these 
Mormons  do  seem  to  believe  in  their 
Church  and  its  teachings.  There  is  no 
half-way  about  it  with  them.  It  seems 
to  permeate  their  entire  lives  and  to  be 
a  part  of  all  they  think  and  do." 

A  recent  writer  on  the  Latter-day 
Saints  entitled  his  beck  "Zealots  of 
Zion."  His  thesis  throughout  the  text 
was  that  the  Latter-day  Saints  are  so 
'completely  eonvevted  to  their  religion 
and  so  zealous  in  earn,  ing  out  its  practi- 
cal teachings  that  they  arc  swept  into  a 
current  of  action  which  permits  them  to 
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overcome  obstacles  that  appear  almost 
insurmountable.  He  endeavors  to  show 
that  without  very  strong  zeal  backed  by 
religious  fervor  it  would  have  been  im- 
possible for  them  to  accomplish  some  of 
the  things  they  did  in  colonizing  remote 
sections,  in  placating  the  Indians  during 
troublous  times  and  in  continuing  the  co- 
operation which  made  possible  their 
many  achievements. 

Those  who  are  not  in  sympathy  with 
the  Latter-day  Saints  have  sometimes 
accused  them  of  allowing  their  zeal  to 
approach  a  state  of  fanaticism.  While  it 
cannot  be  denied  that  there  are  members 
of  this  Church  as  well  as  of  others  who 
have  a  fanatical  trend,  it  is  the  general 
opinion  of  impartial  observers  who  are 
familiar  with  the  accomplishments  of  the 
Latter-day  Saints  and  with  their  daily 
lives  that  as  a  group  they  are  not  the 
sort  who'  throw  off  restraint  to  the  extent 
of  becoming  fanatical. 

Fanaticism  and  sincerity  may  have 
some  features  in  common  but  they  are 
very  different  qualities.  Fanaticism  is 
blind  determination  to  go  ahead  without 
taking  into  consideration  many  obvious 
facts  and  without  analyzing  the  problems 
together  with  the  results.  Sincerity,  on 
the  other  hand,  carries  with  it  the  de- 
termination to  go  forward  but  it  implies 
an  understanding  of  the  situation.  It 
presupposes  the  examination  of  the  facts, 
and  analysis  of  the  conditions,  with  an 
assurance  that  after  due  deliberation  one 
is  justified  in  proceeding  with  a  reason- 
able conviction  of  success.  The  one  is 
traveling  in  the  uncertainty  of  darkness  ; 
the  other  is  going  forward  in  the  full 
light  of  day  with  an  assurance  that  the 
destination  will  be  reached. 

The  Man  Who  Knows  Where  He  is 
Going 

David  Starr  Jordan  once  said:  "The 
world  gets  out  of  the  way  of  the  man 
who  knows  where  he  is  going."  The 
sincere  man  is  certainly  the  one  who 
knows  where  he  is  going,  be  it  in  seeking  • 
his  daily  bread,  searching  for  scientific 
facts  or  praying  for  guidance  to  under- 
stand our  purpose  here  on  earth. 


The  sincerity  of  the  Latter-day  Saints 
comes  from  their  belief  that  they  have  a 
light  which  can  illuminate  the  pathway 
of  all  mankind,  and  they  believe  it  to  be 
their  Christian  duty  to  share  with  others 
the  good  things  which  they  have  found. 
It  is  a  very  fundamental  trait  of  human 
nature  to  tell  others  about  good  fortune 
in  discovering  something  which  offers  a 
better  way  of  doing  things  or  is  a  more 
perfect  method  of  living.  What  person 
on  seeing  a  beautiful  sunset  will  not  call 
the  attention  of  his  associates  to  it  ?  Who 
on  taking  a  journey  to  some  distant  land 
does  not  like  to  tell  about  the  strange 
things  he  has  seen?  What  golf  player 
does  not  like  to  advise  another  player  of 
less  skill  to  "  keep  his  head  down  "  or  to 
"  carry  through?" 

This  desire  to  assist  others  to  live 
more  in  accord  with  what  we  believe  to 
be  right,  may  become  obnoxious  if  not 
done  with  diplomacy.  Individuals  vary 
greatly  in  their  ability  to  convey  desir- 
able information  to  others.  Doubtless 
there  are  in  every  group  certain  indivi- 
duals who  have  not  the  diplomacy  and 
skill  to  give  out  information  without  be- 
ing offensive. 

Since  this  is  true,  it  is  not  unreason- 
able to  expect  that  among  the  Latter- 
day  Saints  there  have  been  many  indi- 
viduals who  have  unwisely  attempted  to 
force  their  beliefs  on  others  and  have 
thereby  aroused  antagonism.  Throughout 
the  history  of  the  Church,  there  have 
been  persecutions.  Doubtless,  some  of 
these  have  been  brought  about  by  indi- 
viduals who  have  made  themselves  ob- 
jectionable because  they  have  attempted 
to  force  their  beliefs  on  to  those  who  did 
not  want  to  receive  them.  This  is,  of 
course,  largely  a  matter  of  personality, 
and  the  lack  of  wisdom  of  the  individual 
member  should  not  be  blamed  to  the 
Church  as  a  whole. 

Throughout  history,  inventors  and  dis- 
coverers in  all  lines  have  been  exposed 
to  the  ridicule  of  those  whom  they  have 
tried  to  interest  in  their  affairs.  Good- 
year, the  discoverer  of  the  process  of  vul- 
canizing rubber,  the  process  which  makes 
it  invaluable  to  mankind,  was  an  object 
of  ridicule  throughout  his  life.     To  manv 
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of  those  with  whom  he  came  in  contact 
he  was  thought  to  be  fanatical,  when  in 
reality  he  was  only  sincere  in  his  belief 
in  rubber.  The  lapse  of  time  has  demon- 
strated that  he  was  entirely  right  and 
that  rubber  is  one  of  the  most  useful  sub- 
stances in  contributing  to  human  needs. 

Morse  was  the  butt  of  ridicule  during 
many  years  because  of  his  belief  in  the 
value  of  the  telegraph.  Similarly,  the 
early  workers  in  aviation  were  considered 
to  be  little  less  than  insane  in  their  zeal 
to  perfect  flying  machines. 

Can  it  be  any  wonder  then  that  mem- 
bers of  this  Church,  who  believe  that 
they  have  new  ideas  which  should  prove 
of  as  much  benefit  to  others  as  to  them- 
selves, wish  everyone  to  know  about 
these  things'?  Nor  is  it  strange  that  they 
should  be  subjected  to  at  least  some  per- 
secution. Throughout  all  the  ages  men 
have  died  for  ideas  and  ideals.  The  great 
teachers  of  the  better  ways  of  living  and 
the  missionaries  who>  have  gone  about 
advocating  these  beliefs  have  all  been 
willing  to  suffer  and  even  become  mar- 
tyrs to  the  cause  they  have  represented. 

These  are  all  demonstrations  of  the 
fundamental  trait  that  man,  when  he  has 
something  good,  simply  will  not  be  sup- 
pressed. 

Joseph  Smith's  Experience 

Joseph  Smith,  as  a  young  man,  was 
persecuted  because  he  told  of  having  re 
ceived  revelations.  He  could  not  under- 
stand why  people  hounded  him  when  he 
was  simply  telling  what  he  knew  to  be 
true.  Even  the  Savior  knew  no  peace 
during  His  lifetime  and  died  on  the  cross 
because  He  had  a  new  message  for  the 
world  and  He  was  sincere  in  advocating 
it. 

Sincerity,  even  though  it  at  times  may 
be  disturbing  to  those  who  dislike 
change,  is  a  quality  greatly  to  be  ad- 
mired. There  is,  in  fact,  no  substitute 
for  it  whether  it  be  in  public  address,  in 
debate,  or  in  practical  life.  The  hypo- 
crite, the  insincere  individual  or  the  one 
who  has  no  convictions  is  deserving  of 
contempt,  whereas  the  man  of  sincere 
ideals  is  worthy  of  respect  even  though 
there  may  be  difference  of  opinion  re- 
garding what  he  advocates. 


Individual  Testimonies 

As  I  have  made  mental  notes  of  the 
sincerity  of  the  members  of  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  I 
have  been  struck  by  the  countless  num- 
ber of  individual  testimonies  of  the 
divine  origin  and  truth  of  the  Gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ  as  taught  by  this  Church. 
While  it  would,  of  course,  not  be  possible 
to  say  that  every  member  of  the  Church 
can  bear  this  testimony,  the  thing  that 
has  impressed  me  time  after  time  as  I 
have  gone  about  in  my  casual  way  is  to 
hear  the  individual  testimonies  of  so 
many  and  to  see  the  sincere  belief  tiny 
have  in  this  work.  It  has  been  my  pri- 
vilege to  travel  considerably  in  connec- 
tion with  my  scientific  and  academic 
duties  and  in  doing  so  I  have  taken  occa- 
sion to>  drop  into  the  meetings  of  Latter- 
day  Saints  wherever  I  have  found  them 
and  to  converse  with  the  individuals 
whom  I  have  met.  I  have  done  this  as 
any  observer  might  have  done  and  every- 
where I  have  found  the  same  spirit,  the 
same  sincerity  and  the  same  devotion  to 
the  work. 

[  have  seen  this  in  a  little  village  al- 
most under  the  shadow  of  the  great  .vol- 
cano of  Popocatepetl  in  Mexico.  Here  I 
attended  the  gathering  of  members  of 
the  Latter-day  Saint  Church,  members 
who  for  years  had  been  essentially  out  of 
touch  with  the  body  of  the  Church,  or- 
with  any  missionaries.  There  I  heard  a. 
man  of  Aztec  origin  arise  and  tell  in  elo- 
quent though  very  simple  language  of  his 
connection  with  the  Church.  I  could  not 
help  being  impressed  with  his  account  of 
what  the  Church  has  done  for  him,  how 
it  took  him  from  a  life  of  carelessness 
and  with  no  very  definite  philosophy  and 
had  transformed  him  into  an  individual 
with  a  definite  and  wholesome  attitude 
toward  life.  He  now  had  a  hope  for  an 
eternity  which  will  include  useful  work. 
He  told  of  how  the  Church  has  motivated 
him  to  discontinue  bad  habits  and  to  live 
a  better  life  in  every  way.  This  particu- 
lar experience  might  be  duplicated  hun- 
dreds of  times  and  in  each  case  I  have 
noted  the  same  sincerity  in  the  testimo- 
nies ffiven 
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The  same  things  have  hern  observed 
in  Hawaii  and  other  islands  of  the  sea, 
in  Japan  and  in  Syria.  I  have  also  seen 
it  in  the  various  countries  of  Europe 
when  1  have  gone  quietly  into  gather- 
ings of  Latter-day  Saints  in  these  places. 
Everywhere  in  these  lands  I  have  been 
impressed  with  the  sincerity  of  these 
worshipers  and  at  their  devotion  to  the 
Church  and  their  desire  to  express  ap- 
preciation for  what  it  has  done  for  them 
in  promoting  better  living. 

If  you  happen  to  be  in  even  the  most 
remote  regions  of  the  West  where  Lat- 
ter-day Saints  are  found  and  go  to  their 
meetings  you  will  find  the  same  spirit  of 
sincerity,  the  same  aid  to  living  the  bet- 
ter life,  the  same  devotion  to  the  cause 
that  I  had  seen  in  foreign  countries. 
Similarly,  if  you  go  to  the  greatest  city 
in  the  land  and  walk  into  a  meeting  of 
Latter-day  Saints,  you  will  find  in  the 
group  prominent  scientists,  physicians, 
attorneys,  captains  of  industry,  teachers 
and  working  men  all  joining  in  sincere 
worship.  From  each  group  you  will  hear 
the  same  story  of  devotion,  the  same  in- 
tellectual conversion  and  the  same  desire 
to  live  up  to  the  ideals  of  the  Church. 
These  people  are  not  held  together  prin- 
cipally by  the  social  advantages  that  ac- 
company church  affiliation.  They  are 
sincere  in  their  belief,  they  love  their 
Church  and  its  teachings,  they  know  their 
lives  are  made  better  because  of  it,  they 
are  anxious  to  continue  their  study  of  its 
principles  and  to  conform  their  lives  with 
its  teachings. 

Spiritual  As  Well  As  Practical 

In  these  discussions  during  the  last 
several  months,  we  have  had  a  good  deal 
to  say  about  the  practical  phases  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints.  We  have  shown  that  it  does  work 
in  a  practical  way.  It  stands  the  prag- 
matic test.  If  the  members  were  not 
deeply  sincere  in  their  belief  in  eternal 
progression  including  intellectual  striv- 
ing for  truth  they  would  not  stand  out  so 
strikingly  from  their  neighbors  in  leader- 
ship, in  industry,  in  morality,  in  educa- 
tion, in  patriotism,  in  health,   in  charit- 


able work  and  in  the  m;ni\  other  phases 
of  their,  lives  which  arc  deeply  influenced 
by  the  doctrines  of  the  ('hutch.  The  very 
iaet  thai  they  do  attend  Church  more 
frequently  than  is  customary  in  most 
other  churches,  as  indicated  by  social 
surveys,  shows  that  they  arc  sincerely 
striving  to  gain  and  apply  to  their  lives 
more  and  more  of  the  truths  taught  by 
the  Church. 

I  have  had  non-members  of  the  Church 
freely  acknowledge  the  superiority  of 
Mormonism  from  this  practical  point  of 
view  but  they  have  sometimes  failed  to 
see  anything  beyond  these  practical  re- 
sults. I  wish  to  say  at  this  time  t hat- 
while  I  recognize  these  practical  values 
as  indicated  by  the  discussions  of  the 
past  months,  still  these  are  not  sufficient 
to  make  a  church  adequate  for  all  the 
needs  of  mankind. 

Man  is  more  than  a  practical  and  social 
individual.  He  yearns  for  spiritual  things, 
he  must  have  a  philosophy  that  is  satis- 
fying to  him.  Mormcnism  offers  this 
philosophy.  It  is  satisfying  to  the  soul 
as  well  as  practical  in  its  operation.  In 
fact  it  is  just  this  soul-satisfying  quality 
which  it  possesses  that  makes  for  the 
sincerity  of  devotion  on  the  part  of  its 
adherents.  People  may  admire  an  orga- 
nization that  is  efficient,  but  a-  Church 
must  be  something  more  than  this  if  it. 
is  to  secure  completely  devoted  adher- 
ence and  cause  its  members  to  bring  their 
whole  attention  to  a  worshipful  attitude. 
Scholarly  members  of  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  who 
have  analyzed  the  beliefs  and  the  Church 
problems,  say  that  it  is  not  merely  the 
practical  side  of  this  religion  nor  its  fine 
social  system  that  causes  them  to  adhei'e 
to  it  in  spite  of  persecutions  and  discour- 
agements ;  it  is  the  deeper  philosophic 
significance  of  its  teachings.  They  feel 
that  in  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  they 
have  a  "  Pearl  of  great  price."  It  points 
the  way,  it  gives  the  means  by  which 
man  may  gain  complete  happiness  not 
only  in  this  world  but  throughout  eter- 
nity. It  shows  the  eternal  nature  of  man 
and  his  co-existence  with  God  and  brings 
out  the  fact  that  man  and  God  both  may 
progress  eternally. 
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Mormonism  Dynamic 

Mormonism  is  a  dynamic  philosophy — 
one  that  calls  for  activity  in  the  world  to 
come  as  well  as  in  this  one.  It  calls  for 
careful  living  of  the  type  that  promotes 
happiness  together  with  all  of  the  best 
things  of  the  world.  It  induces  vigilance 
in  preparing  the  members  for  living  here 
and  hereafter.  It  accepts  the  Gospel  as 
a  system  of  democracy  in  which  each  in- 
dividual is  entirely  free  to  work  out  his 
own  salvation  independent  of  interfer- 
ence by  anyone  else.  It  places  him  be- 
yond the  accidents  of  circumstance  and 
makes  it  possible  for  him  to  rise  above 
all  unfavorable  conditions.  The  position 
which  he  achieves  is  not  determined  be- 
chance or  unusual  conditions  but  by  the 
effort  the  individual  puts  forth.  The 
fact  that  Mormonism  works  in  a  practical 
way  latere  is  merely  one  of  the  evidences 
that  applied  truth  is  effective  wherever 
it  is  found.  The  Church  makes  its  ad- 
herents feel  that  they  are  supported  and 
•sustained  by  the  power  of  truth  in  all 
that  they  undertake. 

After  many  years  of  observing  the 
members  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
of  Latter-day  Saints  in  all  parts  of  the 
world,  and  after  having  had  unusual  op- 
portunity to  get  into  the  intimate  lives 
of  these  people,  to  know  their  aspira- 
tions, their  philosophies  and  their  out- 
look, I  am  able  to  bear  testimony  to  the 
sincerity  and  the  devotion  of  the  people, 
to  the  cause  they  have  espoused.  Be- 
cause their  sincerity  occasionally  bubbles 
over  they  should  probably  be  excused 
since  it  is  a  manifestation  of  the  same 
missionary  spirit  that  actuates  almost 
every  pcron  who  feels  sure  that  he  has 
something  that  will  benefit  his  fellows 
and  who,  therefore,  is  anxious  that 
others  shall  partake  of  the  benefits. 

The  members  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  cf  Latter-day  Saints  know  that 
their  own  lives  have  been  made  better  by 
the  teachings  of  the  Church  ;  they  see  on 
every  hand  their  acquaintances  who  have 
been  stimulated  to  better  living  because 
of  it.  They  feel  that  in  its  democracy 
they  have  something  better  than  they 
have   been   able   to  find   in   other  philo- 


sophies. Therefore,  their  sincerity  is 
deej)  rooted  and  may  at  times  lead  them 
to  be  enthusiastic  to  a  degree  that  is  not 
entirely  appreciated  by  others  who  do 
not  want  to  be  disturbed  in  their  own 
ways  of  thinking  and  living:.

Church  History  Class. 
We  believe  that  the  first  principles 
and  ordinances  of  the  Gospel  are:  first, 
Faith  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ;  second, 
Repentance ;  third,  Baptism  by  immer- 
sion for  the  remission  of  sins  ;  fourth, 
Laying  on  of  hands  for  the  gift  of  the 
Holy  Ghost,         Fourth  Article  of  Faith. 


In  order  to  propagate  the  gospel,  and 
teach,  encourage,  instruct,  preserve  and 
finally  perfect  those  who  accept  it,  Messiah 
organized  His  church.  He  bestowed  upon 
its  members  certain  great  and  precious 
spiritual  gifts  and  graces,  such  as  the 
power  to  speak  in  new  tongues  and  inter- 
pret them  ;  to  receive  revelation,  to  pro- 
phesy, to  see  visions,  receive  the  visitation 
of  angels,  to  possess  the  gift  of  wisdom, 
knowledge,  faith,  discernment  of  spirits, 
and  healing  the  sick. 

The  description  of  the  church  organiza- 
tion in  the  New  Testament  is  extremely 
imperfect,  owing,  no  doubt  to  the  frag- 
mentary character  of  the  Christian  annals. 
While  the  distinctions  between  the  respec- 
tive offices  in  the  Priesthood,  and  the  defi- 
nition of  the  duties  of  each  officer  are 
even  less  satisfactory ;  still  there  is  enough 
written  to  enable  us  to  get  an  outline  of 
the  wonderful  organization. 

Messiah,  during  his  personal  ministry, 
organized  a  quorum  of  twelve  apostles,  to 
whom  he  gave  very  great  powers  and  au- 
thority, even  to  be  witnesses  of  him  among 
the  people,  to  build  up  his  church  by  the 
proclamation  of  the  gospel,  to  heal  the 
sick,  open  the  eyes  of  the  blind,  raise  the 
dead  and  cast  out  devils.  He  likewise 
organized  quorums  of  seventies  unto  whom 
he  gave  similar  powers  to  those  bestowed 
upon  the  apostles. 

After  his  resurrection  Messiah  was  with 
his  apostles  and  disciples  forty  days,  dur- 
ing which  time  he  was  teaching  them  all 
things  concerning  the  kingdom  of  God. 
Hence  we  have  these  men  after  his  ascen- 
sion organizing  branches  of  the  church 
wherever  they  found  people  who  received 
their  testimony.  In  some  instances  they 
ordained  elders  to  preside  over  these  bran- 
ches ;  and  in  other  instances  bishops  were 
appointed. 

Paul  in  giving  a  description  of  the  or- 
ganization of  the  church,  says: 

And  God  hath  set  some  in  the  church, 
first  apostles,  secondarily  projohets,  thirdly 
teachers,  after  that  miracles,  then  gifts  of 
healing,  helps,  governments,  diversities  of

tongues.  Are  all  apostles?  are  all  pro- 
phets ?  are  all  teachers  ?  are  all  workers  of 
miracles  ?  have  all  the  gifts  of  healing  ?  do 
all  speak  with  tongues  ?  do  all  interpret  ? 

The  implied  answer  is  that  all  are  not 
apostles  nor  prophets,  nor  teachers,  etc., 
in  the  church  of  Christ,  but  that  the 
whole  body,  fitly  joined  together  and  com- 
pacted by  that  which  every  joint  sup- 
plieth. 

Preceeding  the  first  quotation  we  made 
from  Paul,  he  compares  the  church  of 
Christ  to  the  body  of  a  man,  which, 
though  it  be  composed  of  many  members 
yet  is  but  one  body,  and  all  the  mem- 
bers thereof  ai*e  needful  to  it.  ''  The  eye 
cannot  say  unto  the  hand,  I  have  no 
need  of  thee ;  nor  again  the  head  to  the 
feet,  I  have  no  need  of  thee.  Nay  much 
more  those  members  of  the  body  which  seem 
to  be  more  feeble  are  necessary."  This  is 
equivalent  to  saying  that  the  apostle  can- 
not say  to  the  elder,  I  have  no  need  of 
thee ;  nor  the  deacon  to  the  bishop,  I  have 
no  need  of  thee  ;  nor  the  seventy  to  the 
priest,  I  have  no  need  of  thee.  The  argu- 
ment is  that  all  the  offices,  even  those 
which  seem  the  least  necessary  are  all 
needful  to  the  existance  of  the  Church  of 
Christ,  and  everyone  is  forbidden  to  hold 
as  unnecessary  his  brother  officer. 

Moreover,  the  apostle  insists  that  there 
should  be  the  same  bond  of  sympathy  be- 
tween the  members  of  the  human  body  ; 
that  there  should  be  no  schism  in  it  and 
that  the  members  should  have  a  care  one 
for  another ;  that  when  one  member  suf- 
fers all  the  members  suffer  with  it ;  or  if 
one  member  be  honored  all  rejoice  with  it. 
In  another  description  of  the  church  the 
same  writer  after  saying  again  that  God 
had  given  to  men  "some  apostles,  and  some 
prophets  and  some  evangelists  and  some 
pastors  and  teachers" — he  also  enumer- 
ates the  objects  for  which  this  peculiar  or- 
ganization was  given :  1 .  For  the  perfect- 
ing of  the  saints.  2.  The  work  of  the 
ministry.  3.  Edifying  the  body  of  Christ. 
4.  To  prevent  the  saints  being  carried 
about  by  every  wind  of  doctrine,  by  the 
sleight  of  men,  and  cunning  craftiness 
whereby  they  lie  in  wait  to  deceive. 

He  very  plainly  intimates  too,  that  this 
organization  was  designed  to  be  perpetua- 


ted until  all  come  to  the  "unity  of  the 
faith  and  the  knowledge  of  the  Son  of 
God  .  .  unto  a  perfect  man,  unto  the  mea- 
sure of  the  stature  of  the  fullness  of 
Christ.  Futhermore,  we  suggest  that  it 
must  be  obvious,  since  the  church  organ- 
ization was  given  to  perfect  the  saints  to 
the  work  of  the  ministry,  to  edify  the  body 
of  Christ,  to  prevent  the  saints  being  car- 
ried about  by  every  wind  of  doctrine  or  be- 
ing deceived  by  the  cunning  of  men — that 
so  long  as  there  are  saints  who  need  perfect- 
ing, so  long  as  there  is  a  necessity  for  work 
in  the  ministry,  so  long  as  the  church  of 
Christ  needs  edifying,  or  the  saints  need 
to  be  guarded  from  heresy  or  the  deceit- 
fulness  of  false  teachers — just  so  long  will 
this  organization  of  the  church  with  apos- 
tles and  prophets,  seventies  and  elders, 
bishops  and  teachers  and  deacons  be 
needed  ;  and  since  the  kinds  of  work 
enumerated  in  the  foregoing  will  always 
be  necessary,  we  reach  the  conclusion  that 
the  church  organization  as  established  by 
the  apostles  was  designed  to  be  perpetual. 

Moreover  it  is  apparent  that  these  offi- 
cers of  the  church  were  called  of  God. 
Concerning  the  apostles  Jesus  said:  "Ye 
have  not  chosen  me  but  I  have  chosen 
you,  and  ordained  you  that  ye  may  bring 
forth  fruit."  When  seven  men  were  chosen 
to  look  after  the  poor  and  minister  to 
them  they  set  them  before  the  apostles 
who,  when  they  had  prayed,  laid  their 
hands  upon  them  and  ordained  them  to 
their  calling. 

So  in  the  case  of  Paul.  It  was  not 
enough  that  he  saw  and  spoke  with  Mess- 
iah, for  afterwards  when  the  Lord  would 
have  him  engage  in  the  work  of  preaching 
the  gospel  and  administering  in  the  or- 
dinances thereof,  the  Holy  Ghost  said  un- 
to certain  prophets  at  Antioch  : 

Separate  me  Barnabas  and  Saul  for  the 
work  whereunto  I  have  called  them.  And 
when  they  had  fasted  and  prayed,  and 
laid  their  hands  on  them,  they  sent  them 
away. 

Furthermore,  as  Paul  went  about  con- 
firming the  souls  of  saints,  he  ordained 
elders  in  every  church.  He  did  not  suffer 
men  to  take  the  authority  on  themselves 
to  minister  in  the  things  of  God  ;  but 
warned  the  saints  against  such  characters 
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"  Take  heed  unto  yourselves,"  said  he  to 
the  elders  of  Ephesus,  "and  to  all  the 
flock  over  which  the  Holy  Ghost  hath  made 
you  overseers,  to  feed  the  flock  of  God. — 
For  I  know  this  that  after  my  departing, 
shall  grevious  wolves  enter  in,  not  sparing 
the  flock.  And  of  your  own  selves  shall 
men  arise,  speaking  perverse  things,  to 
draw  away  disciples  after  them." 

The  general  law  of  the  church  is  ex- 
pressed in  the  following : 

Every  high  priest  taken  from  among 
men  is  ordained  for  men  in  things  pertain- 
ing to  God  that  he  may  offer  both  gifts 
and  sacrifices  for  sin.  .  .  .  And  no  man 
taketh  this  honor  unto  himself,  but  he 
that  is  called  of  God  as  was  Aaron. 

The  manner  in  which  Aaron  was  called 
to  the  priest's  office  is  recorded  in  the 
writings  of  Moses  as  follows  :  The  word  of 
the  Lord  came  to  that  prophet  saying : 

Take  thou  unto  thee  Aaron  thy  brother, 
and  his  sons  with  him  from  among  the 
children  of  Israel  that  he  may  minister 
unto  me  in  the  priest's  office,  even  Aaron, 
Nadaband,  A'bihu,  Eleazer  and  Ithamar, 
Aaron's  sons. 

It  may  be  objected  that  this  was  the 
law  relating  to  the  calling  of  high  priests 
alone,  but  if  high  priests  were  to  be  called 
in  this  manner,  is  it  not  reasonable  to  con- 
clude that  all  who  administer  in  things 
"  petraining  to  God"  must  be  called  in 
the  same  manner — that  is,  of  God  :  So  far 
as  the  scriptures  are  concerned,  and  on 
subjects  of  this  character  their  authority 
is  conclusive,  wherever  we  have  either  an 
account  of  men  administering  in  the 
things  pertaining  to  God,  and  their  ad- 
ministrations are  accepted  of  Him,  they 
have  either  been  called  directly  by  revela- 
tion from  Him,  or  through  inspiration  in 
those  who  already  had  authority  from  God 
to  act  in  His  name;  and  to  be  called  by  a 
legitimate,  divinely  established  authority 
is  to  be  called  of  God.

A  unique  feature  of  the  general  ses- 
sions of  the  Relief  Society  conference  in 
Salt  Lake  City,  April  6th  was  the  sing- 
ing of  the  general  Relief  Society  Choir  of 
approximately  200  voices,  gathered  from 
many  Wards  and  Stakes  as  represen- 
tatives to  the  conference.  The  instructions 
were  first  given  by  the  stake  choristers  and 
then  the  singers  gathered  together  every 
week  for  two  months  for  special  training. 

President  Louise  Y.  Robison  of  the  Re- 
lief Society  spoke  of  the  divine  organiza- 
tion of  the  Church  and  especially  of  that 
part  of  the  organization  that  gives  opport- 
unity to  women  to  serve,  in  fact  commands 
that  they  serve.  The  Relief  Society  she 
declared  was  the  expression  of  this  oppor- 
tunity and  one  of  the  means  of  extending 
the  mercy  and  aid  of  God  on  earth.  She 
urged  that  this  body  of  women  in  the  or- 
ganization of  the  Church  continue  to  serve 
and  serve  nobly. 

Total  disbursements  of  the  Relief 
Society  organization  for  the  past  year 
amounted  to  $287,244  and  assets  of  the 
organization  total  $1,034,312.61,  reported 
Mrs.  Lund. 

Membership  in  1930  totalled  64,225  and 
in  1931  was  66,884.  The  amount  spent 
for  charity  purposes  was  $109,493  in  1931 
as  compared  with  $116,448  last  year. 

R.  Stewart,  president  of  the  Holly- 
wood stake  Relief  Society,  offered  the 
benediction. 

Selfishness  Flayed. 

"Selfishness  and  greed,  two  of  the  most 
reprehensible  things  in  the  world,  can 
largely  be  blamed  for  the  present  econo- 
mic situation,"  Presiding  Bishop  Sylvester 
Q.  Cannon  declared  at  the  opening  general 
session  of  the  Relief  Society  conference  in 
the  Tabernacle.       The    session    was    con- 
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cirned  for  the  main  part  with  discussions 
of  relief  work  and  the  service  rendered 
by  the  society  during  the  past  winter.  Close 
to  6,00u  women  attended  the  meeting 
which  was  presided  over  by  President 
Louise  Y.   Robison. 

"  The  failure  of  mankind  to  consider 
the  laws  of  economics  have  contributed 
with  the  great  underlying  causes  of  greed 
and  selfishness  to  bring  about  present  con- 
ditions and  we  must  find  means  of  con- 
quering these  things,"  Bishop  Cannon 
declared.  "  Surely  there  is  no  better 
means  than  a  true  observance  of  the  laws 
of  our  religion." 

Three  Remedies  Offered. 

Three  general  remedies  were  mentioned 
as  material  aids  in  conquering  the  depres- 
sion ;  the  overcoming  of  unemployment  by 
instituting  shorter  daily  working  hours 
and  shorter  work  weeks  ;  general  buying 
in  home  marketing  and  the  patronizing  of 
home  industry,  and  the  stablization  of  the 
purchasing  power  of  the  dollar  and  of 
commodity  prices. 

The  speaker  also  raised  the  question  of 
the  Church's  responsibility  in  caring  for 
the  unemployed  and  needy.  "  The  Church 
can  and  should  take  care  of  all  its  faithful 
members,  but  beyond  that  point  they  have 
neither  the  moral  or  legal  responsibility," 
he  said. 

He  exhorted  Church  members  to  con- 
tinue to  develop  and  cultivate  the  true 
spirit  of  sacrifice,  to  look  beneath  the 
surface  of  life  and  there  discover  the  real 
fundamentals  and  lasting  values  and  to  so 
live  and  act  that  they  would  ever  be 
guided  by  the  Holy  Spirit. 

"We  are  living  in  an  important  and  re- 
markable age.  Never  before  in  the 
history  of  our  Church  has  it  been  more 
important  that  we  enjoy  and  follow  divine 
guidance  in  the  ordering  of  our  lives.  It 
has  been  promised  to  us  that  by  living  in 
accordance  with  the  laws  and  command- 
ments the  light  of  the  Holy  Spirit  will 
light  our  paths. 

Our  leaders  today  are  inspired  of  God 
and  are  in  a  position  to  counsel  and  ad- 
vise in  all  things.  If  we  follow  their  coun- 
sel I  promise  you  we  shall  avoid  all  diffi- 
culty and  have  joy  and  satisfaction 
throughout  our  lives."

The  nobleman  no- 
ticed that  the  butler  had  discontinued 
attending  these  meetings  and  asked  the 
reason. 

Said  he:  "  At  the  last  meeting  a  re- 
port was  made  of  how  much  per  capita 
everybody  would  receive  when  all  of  the 
wealth  was  appropriated  and  distributed, 
and  already  I  have  more  in  the  savings 
bank  than  would  come  to  me."
